F.  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  L 13 EASES  . 

There  were  2  cases  of  Diptheria  ,  as  compared  with  11 
in  1940.  Both  were  sent  to  Hospital  and  one  proved  fatal. 
There  were  2  cases  of  ccrcbro-epina 1  fever  reported,  one  of 
which  seemed  to  be  a  mild  relapse,  and  the  other  proved  fatal. 
There  were  5  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  20  of  pneumonia,  a nd  one 
of  erysipelas . 

pC  c-'ses  of  whooping  cough  and  42  of  measles  were 

notified . 

Fucrpera 1  Pyrexia,  2  cases  were  reported,  both  of 
which  recovered. 

A  consider ,rble  number  of  immunisations  for  Diptheria 
were  done,  but  not  of  course  so  many  ••  s  in  1940.
